BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 16 (AP). 
—Alphonse (Scarface Al) Capone, 
former Chicago gang leader, 
reached the sectusion of a hospital 
here today, a few hours after re- 
lease from custody of Federal au- 
thorities near Lewisburg, Pa, 

Accompanied by two women and 
a man, identified by hospital au- 


thoritiles as his wife, mother and 
a brother, Capone was admitted to 
Union Memorial Hospital for treat- 
ment and observation shortly after 
noon. Hospital authorities said 
there was no indication that he’ 
was under “Federal protective cus- 


tody.” 

Capone recently completed 3. 
term of more than seven years at 
Alcatraz and Terminal Island pris- 
ons for violaton of the Federal in- 
come tax laws. He is suffering 
from paresis, a form of brain pa- 
ralysis. 

Dr. Wade H. Frost, hospital su- 
perintendent, said hospital attaches 
who witnessed Capone’s arrival by 
automobile, described him as ap- 
pearing in good health. 

The observation will require -sev- 
eral days at least, Dr, Frost said. 
He was unable to estimate how long 
Capone will remain. 

For the present, Dr. Frost said, 
Capone will occupy a suite consist- 
ing of a private room for the pa- 
tient and an adjoining room for one 
member of the family. Be 
He said those accompanying Ca- 
pone had asked him to “avoid 
publicity” in the case. 


Federal Prison Head Gives Account 
of Capone’s Release. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Al Capone, Chicago’s gang overlord 
in the lush days of prohibition, went 
free today after seven years in 
prison. 

The ailing “Scarface” was given 
his unconditional release at Lewis- 
burg (Pa.) penitentiary in the early 
hours of the day, according to Di- 
rector James V. Bennett of the 
Federal Prison Bureau. 

Hours after the release was ef- 
fected, Bennett gave this account: 

Capone, who had been held in 
Terminal Island Prison, California, 
for 10 months after having been 
removed from Alcatraz because of 
ill .health—arrived. at Lewisburg 
early today. 

Unconditional Release. 
There he was given his “uncon- 
ditional” release. He was not met 
by relatives, although there were

Capone. He was given a suit of 
clothes, but not the $10 cash ordi- 
narily handed to Federal convicts 
on discharge. 

He had been taken into the prison 
through the main entrance but 
when he left it was, probably, by 
another gate—and still in the com- 
pany of Federal officers.

The Justice decided that Lowther 
must not attempt to see Miss Her- 
rick for the next 10 days while she 
remains in a hospital to recuperate 
from a nervous condition.

The Herricks first appeared in 
court without their daughter, but 
the Justice ordered that she be pro- 
duced. When she entered, Lowther 
rushed toward her with  out- 
stretehed arms. 

Herrick shouted, “Get away from 
her!” and shoved the broker. 
During the proceedings, Low- 
ther’s attorney asked Migs Herrick, 
“If you had’ your liberty, would 
you marry Mr. Lowther?” 

“Yes, sir,” she replied.

The vessels scuttled were the 
8000-ton Mecklenburg and the 6038- 
ton Parana which the Admiralty 
announced Monday had been sent 
to the bottom: by British warships 
after their crews had abandoned 
them in a sinking condition. 

Relaxation of tension over The 
Netherlands and Belgium was wel- 
comed by the Government, which 
repeated Britain’s determination 
“of continuing to respect the neu- 
trality” of the two countries. 

Bad weather curtailed land oper- 
ations, Chamberlain reported, -but 
British forces on the Western front 
improved defenses in their sector.

Big British Warships Reported Off

NEW YORK, Novy. 16 (AP).—The

The Hood, 42,100 tons and the

The Senators, sitting as Judges 
themselves in considering’ the 
charges directed against Martin by 
a Kings County grand jury, reject- 
ed Gov. Herbert H. Lehman’s rec- 
ommendation for removal after a 
slow vote in which nearly every 
member gave a painstaking ex- 
planation of his balot. 

Fourteen Senators—the number 
assuring exoneration—had voted 
for Martin’s acquittal when ‘the 
twenty-sixth Senator of the 47 vot- 
ing arose. Nine of the 14 Senators 
were Democrats. 

The grand jury’s charges were 
filed with the Governor after Judge 
Martin was prosecuted by Assist- 
ant Attorney-General John Harlan 
Amen and acquitted last June 3 
of accepting a $1000 bribe to quash 
an abortion case. Amen also pros- 
ecuted the charges before the Sen- 
ate, convened in extraordinary ses- 
sion. 

The removal charges accused the 
jurist of corruptly using his posi- 
tion to promote questionable spec- 
ulation; exhibiting character de- 


ifects unfitting him for the bench;

DR. GORE GETS 


DEATH IN MURDER 
OF SON'S LAWYER 


Physician, 65, Found Guil- 
ty at Benton, of Shooting 


Carl Choisser, Attorney 
and Publisher, Sept. 25. 


BENTON, Ill, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Dr. George W. Gore Sr., 65-year-old 
physician, \! was -convicted of the 
|murder of Carl Choisser, Benton 
,attorney-publisher, today by a jury 
which fixed his punishment at death 
in the electric chair. 

Two women and 10 men were on 
the jury, which reached its verdict 
at 3 o’clock this morning. Reading 
of the verdict awaited convening 
of court at 9 o’clock. Dr. Gore sat 
beside his attorneys and showed 
no emotion as the jury’s decision 
was announced, 

Counsel for the physician had 
not denied that. he shot and killed 
Choisser Sept. 25, but had attempt- 
ed to show that he was “emotional- 
ly insane” at the time. 

Choisser, nephew of Dr. Gore’s 
first wife, was the attorney for 
Gore’s son, George W. Gore Jr., 
who had been charged with murder 
in the death of his stepmother, 
Mrsg Nancy Gore. The son was 
acqUitted in the same courtroom 
whete his father was tried and 
convicted. 

The charges against Gore Jr. 
were at the bottom of differences 
between the father and Choisser, 
leading finally to the shooting of 
the lawyer in an alley of the public 
square. Choisser also was publish- 
er of the Benton Evening News. 

The son, standing in the rear 
of the packed courtroom, and Chois- 
ser’s father, Ewing Choisser, and 
his brother, Steve Choisser, were 
present when Judge Blaine Huff- 
man received the verdict.

St. Louis Gangster Are 
Missing.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 16. — 
New evidence in the five-year-old 
mystery of the disappearance of 
Jack E. Griffin, former St. Louis 
gangster, will be turned over to the 
Jackson County grand jury next 
week, Chief of Police L. B. Reed 
said today. 

Reed, who said the new facts 
had been obtained with the aid of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
ticn, disclosed that records on 
Griffin, known here as Jack Greg- 
ory, were missing from the police 
files, and that a lieutenant who 
figured in Griffin’s last court ap- 
pearance here, when he gave bond 
in 1934 on a $9500 bank robbery 
charge, was no longer on the force. 

The rumor has been current in 
St. Louis and Kansas City underé 
worlds that Griffin, a two-time case 
ualty in the involved Cuckoo-Russo- 
Giannola feud in which 21 men 
were killed in 12 ‘months of 1927- 
28 in St. Louis, was murdered and 
his body encased in concrete and 
sunk in the Missouri River. 

Griffin, or Gregory, was sought 
here in the gang murder of John 
Lazia, politician and gangster, on 
July 10, 1934. Griffin was said to 
have driven the killers’ automo- 
bile. 

Three weeks later Griffin was 
shot three times on a Kansas City 
street. At a hospital he told police 
that he had operated a small hand- 
book here since 1932 when he left 
St. Louis on the virtual depletion 
by murder of the Russo fordes in 
the feud of Sicilian racketeers. 

He was “wanted” for a 1933 bank 
robbery in Nebraska, and was iden- 
tified also by two witnesses of a 
$9500 bank holdup in Kansas City, 
on which he failed to appear on his

NEW THIRD TERM 
FLURRY STARTED BY 


ROOSEVELT’S WORDS 


Cryptic Utterance® in Address 
Leaves Question Un- 
answered, However. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt started arother 
flurry of: speculation about the 
third term yuestion yesterday by 
an off-hand remark with which he 
prefaced an address at the laying 
of the cornerstone of the Thomas 
Jefferson Memorial. 

“This is the second occasion on 
which I have had the privilege of 
coming in an official capacity to 
this site,” he said, “and I hope 
by’ January, 1941, I shall be able to 
come to the final dedication of the 
memorial itself.” 

Roosevelt’s present term expires 
Jan. 20, 1941, and ‘the dedication 
is scheduled ior that month. 
Whether his statement was a rep- 
etition of the hope pfeviously ex- 
pressed, that he may retire from 
public life on that date, was the 
question that it raised. 

If the statement, was applicable 
to the third term question it may 
have meant that the President did 
not expect to run again. 

Still it left the third term ques- 
tion unanswered.

$5000 Saving Possible. 


Dr. Hofmeister cited.as an exam- 
ple of an improper practice in han- 
dling books resulting from a misun- 
derstanding, instances in which 
publishers supplied revised editions 
of textbooks ordered instead of the 
original. The auditors held that in 


a strict sense the revised books 


were not those ordered and should 
not be accepted. They said there 
might be some dangers in that prac- 
tice. 


They estimated also that $5000 
could have been saved by continued 
use of old books instead of replac- 
ing them with revised editions 
which incorporated only minor 
changes. Acting Superintendent of 
Instruction F: M. Underwood took 
exception to that statement, saying 
that it was essential to have re- 
vised, up-to-date textbooks, 


Underwood declared that the total 
cost of books a pupil was less than 
$2 a year, which compared favor- 
ably with the cost in other cities. 


Under the present system text- 
books are chosen by the six as- 
sistant superintendents acting as 
a committee. Sometimes they call 
in committees of teachers to assist 
them in this function, the person- 
nel of the latter groups being rec- 
ommended by the assistants and 
approved by Gerling. 

The auditors’ investigation has 
shown that 101,000 textbooks are 
missing. Dr. Hofmeister said the 
committee was told that 34,687 
books were unaccounted for be- 
cause of inadequate records as to 
their disposition. He said suf- 
ficient records were now kept. 


Rebates on Books. 


The committee also discussed re- 
bates on books. A new method 
of handling rebates has been 
agreed on by officers of the school 
board. A large part of the $11,- 
000 shortage reported in the Sup- 
ply Department by the auditors was 
traced to the disposition of old 
materials and supplies. Charles 
Lee Barr, former Supply Commis- 
sioner, has been charged in six 
warrants with embezzlement of 
$531. 

Hibbert was questioned also as 
to how it happened he had advance 
knowledge that certain books were 
to be condemned and replaceil.

SIOUX FALLS, S. D., Nov. 16.— 
Hunters in states to the south were 
being advised by South Dakota and 
Minnesota hunters today not to ex- 
pect any noticeable invasion by 
Northern ducks until the weather 
turns colder. 

Unseasonably mild weather has 
kept lakes and sloughs in this area 
open and migration is still but a 
trickle. The season ends in Mjn- 
nesota and North Dakota this week 
and the long-anticipated flight 
hadn’t begun. 

Now South Dakota hunters are 
wondering if the big mass flight 
will start before the season ends 
here Dec. 5. 

The birds normally leave Cana- 
dian feeding grounds when temper- 
atures descend to zero. 

Native birds are affording excel- 
lent hunting, meanwhile and clos- 
ing of seasons in states to the 
north will provide superior shoot- 
ing when the big flight does begin.

LONDOS’ FORTE was strate- 
gic retreat. He was the villain 
of many local scenarios. These 
seldom varied as to climax, espe- 
cially after Jim claimed the title.

At 
times he would display simulated 
rough stuff, gouging and tor- 
menting his opponent.

In 
the second year of his “cham- 
pionship” reign he earned more 
than $150,000 in about 100 de- 
fenses of his title. 

Later he drew gates from 
$20,000 to more than $60,000. His 
drawing powers waned but lit- 
tle for three or four years. His 
act always had a punch. He 
always won. 

Later, something happened. 
Whether Jimmy was beginning to 
pall on the wrestling public or 
the pressure of rival promoters 
forced: him out, his sun set sud- 
denly and unexpectedly. 

In June, 1935, five years after 
he first gained title ascendancy, 
he was beaten by none other than 
Danno O’Mahony, a_ built-up 
Irish athlete, who in recent years 
has been thrown from Maine to 
California by many opponents. 

Ringsiders still wonder at 
Londos’ defeat. Observers be- 
gan to note something smelly 
about the whole situation when 
O’Mahony a year later lost to 
Dick Shikat in jig time—a 
“double cross” by Dick,

TODAY LONDOS is. still a

Corporation Takes Over Serv- 
ice—City May Hold Block 
of Common Stock. 


The City of St. Louis probably 
will hold a 10,541-share block of 
common stock in the reorganized 
Public Service Co., which today 
took over operation of city street 


car and bus service, after six 
years and seven months of Fed- 
eral Court trusteeship. 

City Counselor -Edgar H. Way- 
man said today he would recom- 
mend to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment that the city 
takes the stock in exchange for 
its 15,812 shares of preferred stock 
in the old company. It could cash 
in the preferred for $2.50 a share, 
or $39,530 for its holdings. The 
latter have been carried on the 
city’s books at a valuation of $23,- 
800, 

Wayman said the city would ap- 
pear to have a better chance of 
profit by accepting the stock of 
the reorganized company, in the 
hope that its operations will be 
successful. The city had a simi- 
lar option in 1927, and, accepted 
stock in place of an obtainable 
$800,000 cash, a choice by which, 
it was a heavy loser. 

While the new stock was not yet 
listed on the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change, it was quoted in over- 
counter transactions today at $1.62 
bid and $2 asked. At this valuation,

Essentially, it was 
nothing in the world except the use 
of terror, both brutal and refined. 
He mobilized an overwhelming 
force against a weak and isolated 
opponent, gave his opponent plenty 
of time to consider what would 
happen if he used the force, re- 
minded his opponent that he was 
isolated, flattered his opponent 
that if he gave in gracefully he 
would be spared the worst, and thus, 
by breaking his victim's nerves, 
won the fight “without spilling a 
drop of blood.” 
. 


This was his technique with Aus- 
tria and Dr. Schuschnigg. It was 
the’ technique he used against 
Czecho-Slovakia, for once assisted 
by Lord Runciman and Mr. Cham- 
berlain. And it was the technique 
he used against Poland. In Poland 
the bluff was called, and he was 
strong enough—and everybody 
knew he was strong enough, in- 
cluding the Poles—to carry out his 
threat. 

But actually Poland was impor- 
tant as the test\case. And the mo- 
ment he abandoned threat and 
blackmail—the successful formula 
—for actual war and invasion, that 
moment he was checkmated. For 
at that moment he called into being 
a genuine collective security which 
the League of Nations had been un- 
able to create—a collective security 
which extends to the neutrals as 
well as to the belligerents. 

The meeting between Queen Wil- 
helmina and King Leopold was, 
ostensibly, to discuss a joint medi- 
ation move on behalf of European 
peace, That move has been made. 

But there was, apparently, anoth- 
er reason for the meeting; and that 
was to make an agreement for joint 
protection against German inva- 
sion. Every indication is that Hit- 
ler had hoped to isolate Holland 
and bring pressure against her, 
counting that her neutral position 
would make it possible for him to 
deal with her alone. 

But now if he attacks Holland, he 
has got to deal with Belgium, and if 
Belgium asks French protection, he 
has got to deal with France—with 
that enormous French army—on a 
battlefield advantageous to the 
French. Furthermore, he has got 
to attack two nations who have just 
joined together in a great plea for 
a European peace. 

One of his tactics, also, has been 
to keep as many nations neutral as 
possible. But if it is as expensive 
and as dangerous to be neutral as it 
is to be belligerent, neutrality will 
rapidly disappear in Europe. 

As one reviews the history of the 
war so far, it can be seer®that every 
move of Hitler’s has been stupid 
and without any concept of a total 
strategy. He has Poland. That great 
\victory put Russia on his frontier 
in the East‘and gave the Western 
Powers time to mobilize.

HE chances of a neutral Balkan 
T dice taking shape are decidedly 

remote for the present. The idea 
was promoted not by Italy but by 
Rumania, fearful of the territorial] 
claims of its neighbors, Russia, 
Hungary and Bulgaria, and more 
particularly of Russia’s shifting its 
weight, it is said here. Unless the 
formation of a Balkan bloc is def- 
initely sponsored by a great power, 
the small Balkan states are unwill- 
ing to commit themselves and there- 
by attract anybody’s enmity. 


Such a neutral Balkan bloc would 
be directed against conceivable So- 
viet Russian and German expansion 
into Southeastern Europe. For this 
reason it was felt that Italy would 
give support to the idea. But the 
impression in Belgrade is that Italy, 
for the moment, is extremely re- 
luctant to play the leading role in 
shaping the barrier most likely to 
stem Russian-German pressure. 


Bilateral, Pacts Instead. 


Informed quarters here® are in- 
clined to believe that Italy would 
favor a system of bilateral pacts in 
Southeastern Europe rather than a 
bloc. While Italian diplomatic ac- 
tivity in Belgrade is mostly passive, 
it is suspected that Italy is secretly 
encouraging the idea. Such a sys- 
tem would give some protection 
against aggression without arousing 
the hostility of Germany and Rus- 
sia, which a compact neutral bloc 
might cause. - 


The idea apparently is that bilat- 
eral pacts between the Balkan 
states might discourage Russia and 
Germany somewhat from any ag- 
gressive designs that they might 
have, while a neutral Balkan bloc

HE Italian press takes occasion 
Teo reaffirm Italy’s insistence on 
being treated as an equal by 
France and Great Britain in the 
solution of Mediterranean  prob- 
lems. These problems are vital to 
Italy and at the moment her posi- 
tion imposes on her the necessity 
for remaining neutral, whether her 
rulers so desire on other grounds 
or not. . 
Basically, Italy’s military position 
is chiefly concerned with the con- 
trol of sea communications, which 
for Italy means Mediterranean com- 
munications, Italy produces neither 
coal nor oil, and very little iron. 


sities of modern industry and of 
modern war. The capacity of Ital- 
ian railways and the sources of 
supply in neighboring countries are 
both inadequate to permit Italy’s 
need to be met by land transport. 

Italy cannot, therefore, make war; 
indeed, she can hardly continue to 
function as a going concern in time 
of peace, unless she can be assured 
of receiving regular supplies by 
water. These supplies must come 
through the Mediterranean, though 
largely from sources outside that 
enclosed sea. 


Italy Most Vulnerable 


Italy is thus the most vulnerable 
of all of the continental powers of 
Europe to blockade, and she can be 
blockaded merely by holding the 
three gateways to the Mediterran- 
ean—the Strait of Gibraltar, the 
Suez Canal and the Dardanelles. 
Light naval forces, submarine and 
aircraft can do very little to break 
such a blockade. What is neces- 
sary is a well-balanced fleet based 
on an adequate battleship squadron 
which can go forth and fight for 
the control of the sea routes and 


can defeat any force which seeks 


such a battleship force. She has 
two old battleships .which have re- 
cently undergone extensive recon- 
struction and modernization. Work 
on two other of this type should 
have been completed this year, but 
apparently has been much delayed. 
In addition, Italy has four new 35,- 
000-ton battleships under construc- 
tion, two of which (the Littorio and 
Vittorio Veneto) have been 
launched and are due for comple- 
tion early in 1940. When these 
ships are finished Italy will have 
an excellent battle squadron of six 
units, gnd the naval situation in 
the Mediterranean will be drastical- 
ly altered in her favor. 


How Gateways Are Held 


At present, the western gateway 
of that sea is held by the French 
Mediterranean fleet, which includes 
five old but still serviceable battle- 
ships,. probably reinforced by at 
least one British battleship. The 
eastern gateways are guarded by 
the British Mediterranean fleet 
with three very good battleships of 
the Warsprite class, reinforced by a 
Turkish battle cruiser. Both of 
these forces are strongly superior 
to the two Italian battleships now 
available. Either of them would be 
inferior to the Italian squadron of 
six ships as above outlined. 

What are the possibilities of the 
Allied forces being strengthened? 
In the west, the only other avail- 
able French battleships are the new 
high speed Dunkerque and Stras- 
bourg, belonging to the Atlantic 
fleet and now slated to be at sea in 
pursuit of German raiders. While 
these raiders remain out, not only 
is it unlikely that the fast Frengh 
battleships can be sent to the Medi- 
terranean, but the British battle- 
ships of the home fleet will be 
needed for blockade and convoy 
auties while the British battle 
cruisers must also sweep the seas 
searching for the German pocket 
battleships. 

In the east, there is little likeli- 
hood of any reinforcement being

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 16 
(AP).—The proportional represen- 
tation plan in city government was 
variously described as a failure and 
as a means of promoting civic free- 
dom in debate at the opening ses- 
sion yesterday of the National Mu- 
nicipal League’s conference on gov- 
ernment. 

Prof. F. A. Hermens of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame said “the 
proportional representation plan 
has failed” except in cities that 
operate under the city manager 
plan. He cited as cities in which 
it had failed as Ashtabula, O.; 
Cleveland and New York. 

“On the whole,” he said, “it has 
been successful in Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton, O., and Toledo,” but added 
that credit in those cities should 
be given to the city manager form 
of government, ° 

Walter J.- Millard of Cincinnati, 
secretary of the Municipal League, 


in answering Prof. Hermens, said/;= 


“proportional representation allows 
a degree of civic freedom associat- 


‘ed by some Germans with the de- 


bacle of democracy in Germany.” 

“However,” he continued, “a truly 
representative body is necessary in 
populous democracy. I know of no 


better mechanism than proportional 


representation for applying the con- 
ference concept to the making of 
decisions about government poli- 
cies.” 

Party Government Condemned. 

The Rev. Edward Dowling, 8. J., 
associate editor of The Queen’s 
Work, St. Louis, condemned party 
government as “legalized treason, 
in an address in support of propor- 
tional representation. 

“T think,” he said, “that not mere- 
ly the hoodlum parties of Europe 
are vicious, but that the American 
parties of Roosevelt and Landon are

Nurse Who Won Medals 
For World War Work Dies 


Minette de Lozier Served Long Hours Under 
Fire—-France Looked for Her 17 Years 
to Give Her Croix de Guerre. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 16 (AP). 
—Complications following an opera- 
tion were fatal yesterday to Mi- 
nette de Lozier, nurse, who hid 


herself so well after heroic World 
War service that the French Gov- 
ernment hunted 17 years to award 
her the Croix de Guerre. She died 
in the quietness of her home where 
she kept out of sight the medals 
bestowed by the French and Amer- 
ican governments for devotion to 
duty. She kept her age secret. 
The nurse who once made a 
batch of candy for Gen. John J. 
Pershing on the battlefields of 
France had to hunt for her awards 


if she could be persuaded to show! 


them. She liked best the victory 
medal designating service in five 
major battles of the war with one 
of the most active Red Cross units 
at the front. 

The French Government finally 
caught up with Miss de _  Lozier 


through her bonus check {fn 1936. 
Sisters at Mercy Hospital where 
she served most of her career urged 
her to go to Philadelphia for the 
belated presentation. She refused 
with the assertion that “it’s too far 
to go, even to be kissed on both 
cheeks again.” 

Asked how she won s0 many 
medals, Miss de Lozier_ replied, 
“We'll, I guess it was just for long 
hours under fire. Sometimes we 
worked 74 to 76 hours straight 
through.” 

She never got around to march- 
ing in Armistice day parades or 
attending conventions of veterans. 
She said shortly befcre her death 
that she would go to war again “if 
my country needs me,” adding: “I 
get pretty lonesome for a ride in 
a box car with a can of beans for 
my supper.” 

Burial probably will be in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery with full 
military honors.

It can only 
be balanced, that is to say, by in- 
creased revenues, and these rev- 
enues, failing a business improve- 
ment greater than anybody serious- 
ly believes is possible, can only be 
had through higher rates of taxa- 
tion. 

That is the music that the new 
administration will have to face.

What of thé immediate future? 
Will an increase in taxes be voted 
next year to take care in part of 
the additoinal funds for national 
defense? It is possible. THe subject 
was disclussed at a recent White 
House conference between the 


President and administration lead- 


ers in Congress. From the word 
brought out by the latter, it ap- 
pears that if an administration-ap- 
proved tax bill is offered in the com- 
ing session of Congress, it will 
strike at incomes between $5000 
and $50,000. These middle brackets, 
since the rates at the top have 
been pushed up almost if not quite 
to the stage of diminishing returns, 
are the source of the richest poten- 
tial yield. 

It remains to be seen whether po- 
litical considerations will hold the 
rates as they are. Probably it is 
altogether too much to expect, in a 
campaign year, that the exemp- 
tions will be lowered so as to bring 
in new taxpayers, though this is a 
change with strong support in both 
liberal and conservative quarters. 

But whatever this administration 
may do, the problem of getting 
more revenue will face the next. 
Only an economic miracle can save 
it from having to impose new taxes.

“Of course, it is much louder and 
livelier when all our guns are in 
action at once,” smiled the com- 
mander, “But we never use all 
our guns in practice, We always 
have one or more guns ready for 
the enemy—just in case.”

Finally, we crept through 
mine fields and other protective ap- 
paratus inté one of England's safest 
harbors. Our pseudo Capt. Bligh 
stood straight and watchful on the 
bridge. Very quietly he spaced his 
commands — baffling jargon which 
might have been spoken in Afghan- 
istan, for all that some of us could 
tell. But with surprising momen- 
tum the destroyer slid up beside 
the dock, without a single jolt and 
as smoothly and noiselessly as an 
expert might bring in a canoe, 
Before leaving we received the 
British navy’s regular ration of rum 
—exactly two parts of rum to one 
of water, it was learned on careful 
checking by one conscientious 
American correspondent who insist- 
ed the ration must be regular and 
Britain’s sea traditions respected to 
the letter. 

The destroyer’s commander at the 
moment was handed a telegram. It 
contained orders to go to sea again 
in 40 minutes. This trip would not 
be for target practice—by that 
much we had missed what might 
be a much bigger story. We shook 
the ocommander’s hand, “happy 
hunting,” we said. “Many thanks,” 
he laughed. “We all hope we are 
going to get one, you know.” And 
so back to sea. 

We came away understanding 
why Germany’s swomarine cam- 
paign is making so little progress, 
or none at all. His Majesty’s navy 
is as impressive an instrument as 
you could hope to see functioning 
in this war.

SOUP GOOD BEGINNING 
FOR EVERYDAY MEAL 


Cream Soup in Small Serving) 
Provides Stimulus for 
Touchy Appetite. 


It is always an excellent idea to 
change the routine and procedure 


of the family dinner. The usual 
meat, potatoes, vegetable, salad 
‘and dessert routine can become 
very boring to the normal appetite. 
Soup is a good way to create 
change and interest in the every- 
day dinner routine. If the meal is 
to be a rather light one, generous 
bowls or plates of a steaming thick 
soup with additional dumplings is 
‘a heartening beginning. If soup is 
to be a. kind of appetizer, a small 
serving of some kind of cream soup 
will provide the kind of stimulus 
that the touchy appetite requires. 
Cream of Chicken Soup. 
One tablespoon butter.

TRY SERVING BONED 
ROAST OF LAMB 


Cushion Style Shoulder May Be 
Stuffed and Offers 
Tasty Variety. 


Roast lamb has become a menu 
“stand-by” in many homes and it 
deserves this distinction, too! Now- 
a-days, lamb is available the year 
around. For variety and because it 
is so good in itself it may well ap- 
pear frequently in “every house- 
hold, Possibly because roast lamb 
means leg of lamb to many women 
they consider it too large for their 
use. But there are other cuts be- 
side the leg. 

Shoulder of lamb is as tender and 
as fine in flavor as the leg. An 
excellent way to prepare it is to 
have the bone removed and to place 
a dressing in the cavity. 

A cushion style lamb shoulder, as 
this cut is called, can be a most ap- 
petizing roast, fit for any special 
occasion. A savory stuffing also 
adds to the goodness of a meat 
dish, as well as extending the fla- 
vor of the meat and making the 
roast “go further,” which pleases 
the thrifty homemaker. 

Fruit for Garnish. 

An attractive garnish, shown 
here, is.a row of pear halves, dipped 
in corn flakes and melted butter, 
then placed under the broiler for a 
few minutes. These are delicious 
and blend well with the flavor of 
lamb, and they make a pretty ac- 
companiment. Sprigs of parsley 
further dress up the dish. 

Stuffed Lamb Shoulder Roast. 

(Cushion Style Lamb) 

Shoulder. 

One cup bread crumbs. 

One tablespoon butter, melted. 

One small onion, finely minced. 

One-half cup broth. 

Salt and pepper. 

Have the bone removed from 
shoulder of lamb. Sew the edges 
on three sides, leaving one side 
open to insert the stuffing. Com- 
bine bread crumbs, melted butter, 
finely minced onion, broth, salt and 
pepper. Fill cavity in the shoulder 
and sew or skewer the opening. 
Place on a rack in an open roasting 
pan. Do not add water and do not 
cover. Put in a slow oven (300 de- 
grees) and roast until done. Allow 
40 to 45 minutes per pound for 
roasting a boned lamb shoulder. 
Place pear halves, which have been 
rolled in corn flakes, around the 
roast just before the end of the 
cooking period. 

Here is a good way to serve any} 
leftover portion of the roast. 

Lamb and Eggplant Casserole. 

Cooked lamb. 

One eggplant. 

One small onion, diced. 

Two eggs, slightly beaten. 

One-half cup milk. 

Salt and pepper. 

Cut the leftover lamb into one- 
inch pieces. Dice eggplant and place 
in a greased casserole dish. Season 
with salt and pepper and pour over 
it the slightly beaten eggs to which 
milk has been added. Place the 
lamb on top. Cover and cook in 
a slow oven (300 degrees) until 
done, about 45 minutes, 


THIS ENTREE MAKES UNUSUAL 
LUNCHEON OR SUPPER DISH 


M@¢st of us no longer take the 
names of dishes seriously and so it 
happens that the term entree is 
found only on complicated restau- 
rant menus. Entrees are fairly sub- 
stantial dishes served at luncheon, 
supper or as a course in the formal 
dinner. Here is one that incorpo- 
rates sweetbreads and mushrooms. 
Creamed Sweetbreads With Chipped 

Beef and Mushrooms. 

One pound sweetbreads (two cups 
cooked). 

One-fourth cup butter. 

One quart fresh mushrooms. 

One-fourth cup flour. 

One and one-third cups water. 

One-half pound chipped beef. 

One and two-thirds cups irradi- 
ated evaporated milk, 

Toast points. 

Soak sweetbreads in cold water 
one hour. Drain. Cover with boil- 
ing water. Add one tablespoon vin- 
egar and one teaspoon salt. Cover 
and simmer 20 minutes. Drain and 
cover with cold water. Let stand 
in cold water until ready to use, 
Remove membrane and fat parti- 
cles. Pull apart or dice. Melt but- 
ter in heavy saucepan. Add mush- 
rooms that have been washed and 
sliced lengthwise. Cover and cook 
slowly five minutes. Sprinkle flour 
over mushrooms. Stir with fork to 
blend thoroughly, Add water. Bring 
to a boil. Add chipped beef that 
has been pulled apart, then sweet- 
breads. Stir in milk and continue 
cooking slowly until sauce is thick- 
ened, stirring occasionally. Edge 
platter with toast points and pour 
creamed mixture in center. Yield: 
Eight to 10 servings. 


Spaghetti With Meat Balls. 

Combine, then mix well—one 
pound round steak, ground, one- 
half pound ground pork, one-third 
cup rice flakes, two teaspoons salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon red pepper 
sauce, one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one-half cup thin cream 
or top milk, small portion of one- 
half cup (one medium) chopped 
onion, Shape into small balls, then 
dip in flour. Cook to a rich brown 
with remaining onion in three ta- 
blespoons pure olive oil. Heat in 
saucepan two medium (17-ounce) 
cans cooked spaghetti in tomato 
sauce. Pour heated spaghetti into 
medium sized casserole, then make 
a depression in center, Fill de- 
pression with the meat balle and 
serve at once,

Pour into well-buttered six-cup cas- 
serole, and bake in a moderate 
oven (375 degrees) for one hour, or 
until a sharp knife inserted in the 
center comes out clean. Serve hot 
with slightly sweetened whipped 
cream or honey cream sauce.

NEGRO SUES FOR PAY 
CQUAL TO Wrillt MAN 3 


Raises Constitutional Issue on 
Discriminatory Salaries in 
Maryland Schools. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 16 (AP).—A 
Negro school principal’s statement 
that he received less pay than 
white teachers in comparable jobs 
because of racial discrimination, 
raised in United States District 


Court yesterday a constitutional is- 
sue. 

The question is whether separate 
wage scales for white and Negro 
teachers, with Negroes paid less 
than whites, violate the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

Walter Mills; Negro principal of 
Anne Arundel County, Md., said ra- 
cial factors resulted in the Coun- 
ty School Board paying him $1058 
annually while Slater Bryant Jr., 
white school principal with a com- 
parable job, received $1800. 

Mills’ counsel said both men had 
similar qualifications and duties. 

George Fox, County School Su- 
perintendent, asserted no Negro 
teacher in the county received as 
much salary as a white teacher in 
a similar job. 

“Can you sit there and tell me 
that the racial factor did not enter 
into this state of affairs?” Judge 
W. Calvin Chesnut demanded. 

Fox replied that the salary dis- 
crepancies were based on different 
teaching abilities of whites and Ne- 
groes. 

Noah A. Hillman, counsel for the 
County Board, told the Court equal 
salaries, if paid, would force a 
seven-cent increase in the county’s 
tax rate.

Tells of Ride Through Three

CHICAGO, Nov. 16 (AP).—Jack 
Russell gazed with calm curiosity 
today at the photograph of the 


body of the man he is charged 
with kidnaping and killing during 
a headlong flight from the Okla- 
homa State prison. —

evidence at Russell’s trial in Fed- 
eral Court on charges of abducting 
and killing William Scott Hamil- 
ton, at Arkansas City, Kan., flour 
salesman. The defendant peered 
at it when it. was sent to his coun- 
sel’s table for scrutiny. 

Russell neither betrayed any emo- 
tion then nor when witnesses re- 
lated how they found the victim’s 
body beside a road near Ringwood, 
ll., last July 14. 

Merwin Staines, of Ringwood, 
told how he came on “Hamilt6n’s 
body, clad only in a “bloody under- 
shirt,” and one sock, during a bi- 
cycle ride, i 

The garment was held up before 
the eyes of the seven women and 
five men on the jury. 

The principal prosecution wit- 
ness yesterday was Robert Edwara 
Brown, 72, a McAlester photogra- 
pher, who identified Russell as the 
man who kidnaped him and held

In the witness chair Brown 
drawled out the story of how he 
“out-talked” Russell during * the 
drive and even became “a pal” of 
his captor. 

“He put his gun on me when 1 
was getting into Jitterbug—that’s 
my car—in front of my _ studio,” 
said Brown. “Wasn't anything 1 
could do but follow orders. It mus¢ 
have been about 80 miles before he 
spoke to me. I couldn’t see the 
sense to that. He had a. gun and 
I didn’t, but we could talk. So [ 
told him a story, a pretty good fish 
story. He laughed and that broke 
the ice. We finally got to be pretty 
good pals.” 

Brown quoted Russell as saying 
“the only difference between me 
and Al Capone is that Al likes to 
kill but I don’t, unless I have to.” 

The witness said Russell bought 
him a pint of whisky at Van Buren, 
Ark, He said that the next day 
his car broke down near Pittsburg 
—‘Jitterbug couldn't stand the 
pace”’—and that then Russell iet 
him go and started to look for an- 
other car. 

The Government alleged Russell 
found another car, Hamilton’s, and 
forced the salesman to drive him 
to Illinois. 

Another witness, Roy S. Reed, 
Kansas City salesman, identified 
Russell as a man who attempted 
to stop him, Reed, near Pittsburg 
the morning of July 12.

E are frequently interrogated 
W:: to how to stop crops of 


boils, and as to why boils tend | 


so often to follow one another in 
a succession of aggravating infec- 
tions. 

The cause of boils is one of the 
pus-forming germs, usually staphy- 
lococcus, and it is quite possible 
that a special variety of staphy- 
lococcus must be present on the 
skin to cause the boil. Staphylo- 


cocci are in the air everywhere and | 
constantly on the skin of the hands, | 


face and neck. 

The site of boils is usually in a 
hairy region of the skin, the fore- 
arm and the neck being the most 
frequent habitations, Undoubtedly, 
we must hold the hair follicles 
mechanically responsible for the 
formation of boils. It is easy to see, 
then, that if a special variety of 
staphylococcus does make an en- 
trance into a hair follicle and cause 


a boil, when that boil breaks, the 


pus spread over the surrounding 


skin containing the particular caus- 
ative organism may easily invade 
the hair follicles in the region and 
create the “crop” of boils. Besides 
this, the immunity induced by a boil 
is not very vigorous, and it even 
looks as if instead of creating im- 
munity, one boil creates a hyper-

Undoubtedly, congratulations are 
in order to any one carrying off 
such a luscious haul, but I cannot 
resist saying that from the appar- 
ent degree of acuteness with which 
East and West were blessed, the 
robber needed neither gun nor 
mask. All he had to do was polite- 
ly ask the victims for their money. 

This is just another way of saying 
that no “master players” were re- 
quired in the East-West seats to 
thwart North’s'hoicup. As a mat- 
ter of fact, any fine East player 
would pass over the original (very 
original) two heart bid, and a fine 
West would do likewise over South's 
two spades. Naturally, this sort of 
West would know that the oppon- 
ents were trying a “fast one,” but 
this would be all the more reason 
to give them plenty of rope with the 
thought of eventually crashing 
down with a penalty double. Thus, 
the remarks I have directed at East 
and West must be revised. West 
was guiltless and it was East who 
must come in for the full force of 
my blast. Granting that East did 
not have a powerful hand, and fur- 
ther granting that his void in 
spades made him fear that suit, it 
still was unbelievably naive of him 
to pass and permit two spades to _ 
become the final contract. Abso- 
lutely, regardless of his own hold- 
ing, he should have taken action 
(held the bidding open) on the sole, 
but amply sufficient, basis that 
North, who had started the pro- 
ceeding with a forcing two bid, and 
who had received a positive re- 
sponse from partner, lamely retired 
from the scene on the second round 
and passed said partner’s bid out 
at less than game. This 100 per 
cent evidence of an opening psychic 
was all East needed. He should 
have protected his partnér’s prob- 
able trap with his last breath. I 
submit the following as the bidding 
that would have taken place if two 
alert players had been seated East 
and West. (The following, of 
course, assumes that the North- 
South bidding would have gone the 
same.):

NUT CAKE. 
Three and one-half cups cake 


flour; one cup butter; one-half tea- 
spoon nutmeg; one and 


half cups sweet milk; one-quarter 
cup coarse nuts; three-fourths cup 
finely beat nuts; one teaspoon cin- 
namon, and two and one-half tea- 
spoon baking powder. 

Cream butter and sugar. Beat 
egg yolks, add to mixture. Beat 
eges in. Add half cup milk, beat 
until creamy. Sift flour and bak- 
ing powder, add to mixture a little 
at a time. Add milk until all flour 
has been used up. Beat egg whites. 
Fold in mixture. Add finely beaten 
nuts, pecans and walnuts. Add 
spices. Bake in four layers. Cover 
cake with cream icing. Use coarse 
nuts between layers and on top. 
Fresh grated cocoanut can also be 
added to part of icing and put be- 
tween layers alone with coarse 
nuts.
